Violation of this provi- 
sion is a misdemeanor and under 
the statute is punishable by a fine 
not to exceed 550 for the first of- 
fense and a fine of not less than 
$50 nor more than $100 or a jail 
sentence or both Is provided for 
subsequent infractions.

tunnel found

enjoyed the 
situation — one in 


which the governor is accused of 
not being ready to talk. 


"I am going to Chicago for two 


purposes," said Governor Bryan. 


"First, to talk over campaign 


matters with the national commit- 
tee, 
including proposed speaking 


engagements for the national can- 
didates; second, to attend to some 
business in connection with obtain- 
ing a supply ot coal from selling 
agencies in Chicago so that my 
private business oil urnishmg coal 
to municipalities and communities 
may be continued during the \yin- 
ler." 


Governor Bryan has reecived a 


letter from John W. Davis in which 
the presidential candidate says he 
has been advised arrangements are 
already under way for a trip for 
Governor Bryan to the east. 


"I feel that you can be of great 


service in eastern territory," writes 
Mr. Davis to Governor Bryan. 


The governor said he had re- 


ceived several telegrams from the 
national headquarters in New York 
and Chicago relative to speaking 
dates.

THORPE DIGS INTO RECORD 


Realizing that thp Ideritilicatlon 


ot William A. Stewart, the Colo- 
rado banker, as Wajter Kastman 
Sheridan, cleverest of confidence 
men and bank swindleis., would be 
an extremely difficult matter. Allan 
I'inkerton determined to resort to 
a ruse that would serve a double 
purpose -that ol pnnint,' whether 
Stewart and Sheridan were one 
and the ianie man and at the same 
time implicating him, if euilty, in 
the planning of a new crime. 


Two ot the best Pinkerton men 


were accordingly sent to Colorado 
with 
instructions to make 
the 


acquaintance of Stewart, and after 
looking the ground over carefully 
to lay before him the details of a 
huge swindle which they were sup- 
posed to be planning. 


"If Stewart is really the honest 


bank president he is supposed to 
be, hi; won't listen to any proposal 
of that sort," Pinkerton declared. 
"But if he is Sheridan, he won't be 
able to resist the bait and he will 
come to Chicago in order to take 
part in the plan." 


The scheme worked out pre- 


cisely as Pinkerton had figured. 
"Stewart" not 
only agreed 
to 


handle some of the more difficult 
details 
of the proposed swindle, 


but suggested improvements which 
were identical with the methods 
previously followed by Sheridan. 
He tried to avoid coming to Chi- 
cago, claiming that he could do 
everything necessary from Denver, 
but his "associates" finally per- 
suaded him ot do so, with the re- 
sult that he was arrested 
the 


moment he stepped off the train. 


"It's too bad that a crook as 


brainy as you are couldn't make up 
his mind to go straight and stick 
to it," Pinkerton said to him, after 
the grand jury had returned no 
less than eighty-two indictments. 
"Since you can't, we'll have to put 
you where you won't be able to do 
any harm—tho if you had 
been 


content to continue your pose as 
Stewart, the honest banker, we'd 
probably never have been able to 
get a thing on you."

State's Attorney Thompson, dis- 


cussing the confession of Hight 
just before he left for-»Nashville, 
said that it was caused by the ab- 
solute faith in religion which the 
circuit rider still holds. Hight be- 
lieves In sin, repentance, and re- 
demption, and feels that his repent- 
ance will be effective in obtaining 
forgiveness at the final bar of 
judgment, If not on this earth. 


"Mrs. Sweeten made her confes- 


sion" Thompson added, "because 
she knew we had the goods on her 
—enough to convict her without a 
confession." 


Thompson still refused to say 


definitely whether or not he would 
ask the death penalty for both pris- 
oners, but it is generally thought 
here that he will do so.

Sheriff Gives County Check for 


$9,715'.07 Kepresenting Back 


Taxes Collected. 


Sheriff Hensel Thursday issued

County Treasurer Sutherland in 
the sum of $9,715.07 which repre- 
sents the second settlement during 
the month of September for collec- 
tions of delinquent personal taxes 
by distress warrant and makes a 
total of $20,544.59 that his office 
has turned in to the county trea- 
surer this month. Mr. Hensel ex- 
pects to make a third settlement of 
like amount sometime during the 
second week in October. 


Many of these distress warrants 


run against former residents of 
Lancaster county who have now 
moved away and collections have 
been made from a dozen different 
states scattered from California to 
Washington, D. C. 


Mr. Hensel says that In most 


cases where parties have been no- 
tified that they are delinquent in 
their taxes and it Is made clear to 
them for just what years and that 
there has been no duplication, they 
have 
in mosi 
cases responded 


promptly without any further pro- 
cedure. 
However, there has been 


some cases where it becomes nec- 
essary to make levy on personal 
property, but in every case with 
the exception of one, payment was 
forthcoming without advertisement 
and sale. Only one case has been 
handled so far where payment was 
not forthcoming and the goods 
were advertised and finally sold to 
the highest bidder and out of the 
receipts the tax liquidated. 


"There are still a number of de- 


linquents who have failed to take 
care of their delinquent tax and 
which will have to be paid or levy 
made on their personal property to 
collect same as required by law," 
said Mr. Hensel.

drop the retail price as soon as the 
wholesale price drops. The resolu- 
tion submitting a municipal gaso- 
line station to a vote of the people 
would not have been introduced if 
the retail price had dropped to con- 
form to the wholesale price within 
a reasonable time after the whole- 
sale price 
dropped considerably

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—Re- 


publican leaders of Pennsylvania 
are well pleased with the accep- 
tance of President C o o 1 i d g e's 
speech here last night In which the 
c h i e f 
executive denounced at- 


tempts to limit the powers of the 
supreme court and warned against 
government control of public util- 
ities. 


Mr. Coolidge re-echoed the lib- 


erty plea in eulogizing the 150th an- 
niversary of the First Continental 
congress and urged obedience to 
the nation's basic laws. 


The president's reference to the 


supreme 
court and government 


ownership of utilities was an at- 
tack on Senator LaFollette and 
the 
independent party 
without 


mentioning names. 


"If we wish to maintain what the 


father here set up, we shall do well 
to leave the people in the owner- 
ship of their property, in control 
of their government and under the 
protection of their courts," he said. 


The major portion of Mr. Cool- 


idge's address was his historical re- 
view, which eulogized the constitu- 
tion to the highest degree of sanc- 
tity. Near the conclusion of the 
speech the president "fired" 
his 


campaign talk 
and 
pleaded for 


"moderation and 
candor" rather 


than violence and "deceit." 


"We pay too little attention to 


the reserve power of the people to 
take care of themselves," he said. 
"We are too solicitous for govern- 
ment intervention 
on the theory 


first that the people themselves are 
helpless and second, that the gov- 
ernment has superior capacity for 
action. Often times both of these 
conclusions are wrong." 


Turning to proposals for govern- 


ment 
ownership, 
Mr. 
Coolidge 


pointed out that it would mean a 
strain on the country's economic 
system and increase taxes. 


"It would mean a loss in public 


revenue estimated at 1600,000,000 a 
year and while 
industrial states 


might not increase the tax on the 
farmer more than 3 or 4 per cent, 
in many 
agricultural counties it 


would run as high as 40 per cent."' 


Pleading with his audience to be 


wary of 
proposals 
to limit the 


power of the supreme court, 
he 


said: 


"Our 
forefathers were alert 
to 


resist to encroachment upon their 
rights. If we wish to maintain our 
rights we can do no less. Thru the 
breaking down of the power of the 
court lies an easy way to the con- 
fiscation of the property and the 


j destruction of liberty of the indi- 
vidual. With railways and electric 
utilities under political control, the 
domination of a group would be so 
firmly entrenched in the whole di- 
rection of our government that the 
privilege of citizenship for the rest 
of the people would consist largely 
in the payment of laxes."

The principal vice of politics as

A campaign 
is staged presumptively to educate 
the voters on the issues, they not 
having time to do this for them- 
selves. The orators and advocates, 
however, regard it as a jury whose 
passions and prejudices must be 
appealed to and in addition they 
mix up the evidence so that nobody 
can tell where the truth lies with- 
out personal investigation. They 
ought to be as a judge who sums 
up the evidence on both sides and 
thus aids and not befogs the jury.
